REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
said light diffuser plate is constrained at least one side thereof, and has a saturated 
water absorption rate of not more than 0.9% as well as a color difference (.DELTA.E) of 
not greater than 2.0 as specified in JIS K 7105 after being exposed for 500 hours to an 
artificial light used for an artificial light source test specified in JIS K7350-2 in 
combination with the rest of claim 1 for the reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks 
section filed 2/22/08. 

It is noted that the claim 1 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim. 

It is noted that the MMA/styrene proportion in combination with the 
TOPSEARL/siloxane crosslinked polymer et al. provide for the unique combination of 
ingredients that allows for the unique design results as stated in claim 1 . Neither 
Uchida et al., Yoshihiro et al., or Tomohiro et al. or a combination thereof renders 
obvious the unique results as stated in claim 1 .
